The Council Makes a Start. 


With commendable promptitude the city rouneil has 


'appropriated the sum oi' $5,000 for preliminary work in 
the study of the problem of flood prevention, and has 
named a committee of its membership to co-operate with 
the citizens' committee named a few days ago to take 
steps that shall insure Fort Wayne against a repetition of 
•the damage inflicted by the recent high waters. It is 
realized that the problem is a big one, and that at this 
time no man can even approximate with any degree of ac- 
curacy the sum total of the cost of the undertaking. The 
question is primarily one for skilled engineers, though it 
is entirely possible that some suggestions now being of- 
fered by the laymen may be found of value by the experts 
•who must be called upon to deal with the many-sided in- 
tricacies of the situation. 


We believe events are making it apparent that the. 


city is in deep earnest in its determination to do some- 
thing more tangible than more indulgence in talk that 
might lull with the passing of danger. The events of the 
past few weeks demonstrate that three great sections of 
the city — Nebraska, the Xorth Side and Lakeside — are in 
the pathway of the waters when under flood conditions 
they climb above a mark that has frequently been ap- 
proximated but never entirely passed until this year. To 
safeguard against a possible repetition of this loss is not 
the duty of those seel ions alone, but, of the entire city, 
and it is a work of so vast importance that "Fort Wayne 
will be remiss in its duty and invite a repetition of the 
loss if it fails to take the most efficacious stops possible, to 
nullify the effects of future floods before they reach it. 
The "how" of the situation is up to the engineers. The 
prelimimuy appropriation just made by the council is but 
the figurative drop in the bucket as compared to the prob- 
able cost of the work, but, it is a work that is not only 
imperative but worth doing well. 
It would be short- 


sighted economy to neglect it longer or to allow the move- 
ment to lapse with the passing of the crisis which brought 
it about. 


The ratification of the constitutional amendment un- 


der which all United States senators shall in the future he 
chosen by direct vote of the people instead of bv election 
by state legislatures, has been long in coining, but it has 
arrived at last. First launched some sixly years ago. the 
movement appears to have been one of the earliest of pro- 
gressive ideas of popular government. The fathers who 
provided for senatorial elections by the legislatures, 
might regard the present innovation as revolutionary and 
dangerous, but it, must be remembered that they were en- 
tirely without other "modern improvements," also. 


The appearance of President Wilson before the .joint 


session of congress, personally reading to the membership 
his first message to that body, ought to be effective in em- 
phasizing to the lawmakers the. president's contention 
that he is not a mere department of government, but hu- 
man. With the past four weeks as a criterion from which 
to judge, both congress and the country at large are likely 
to have repeated demonstrations of tins fact before the 
Wilson presidential term comes to a close. 


The state board of tax commissioners has just issued 


a ruling of unusual interest to owners of property dam- 
aged in the recent, floods. Assessors are directed to list 
the property for taxation at the valuations which existed 
prior to the flood, and recourse may be had by those who 
have suffered damage by making properly attested appli- 
cation through the auditors' offices, which will secure re- 
bate for the proportionate share; of taxes for the year.

AT FAEM CONFERENCE 


Chicago, April 9.—Railroad and col- 


lege men were the principal speakers in 
the second day's" session of the First 
national conference on marketing and 
farm credits which is being held here. 


U. F. Yokum, of N'ew 
York 
City, 


chairman of the board of directors of 
tin; St. 
Louis railroad; 
L. W. Hill, 


of the (ireat Northern; President Harry 
Pratt .ludson, of the University of Chi- 
cago made addresses. 
.Speaking of the 


relations of the government, agriculture 
and the railroads and their bearing on 
better marketing, Air. Yokum said: 


"Agriculture and transportation have 


laid the foundation which has made this 
the greatest and most powerful nation 
of the world. 
They are the biggest 


factors in; America's growth. Since 11105 
our population has increased sixteen 
per cent. The value of farm products 
was HI per cent, more iu 11)12 than in 
ino.l while railroad construction was 
40 per cent less. 
. 


"There are not now more than 1.000 


miles of new railroad under construc- 
tion. It would require the construction 
of 
lfi.">,oOO niiles of additional railroad 


to furnish the 
same 
transportation 


facilities west of the Mississippi river 
that there are east of it, on_ the basis 
of area. That great area of rich coun- 
try cannot grow as it should on 1.0IM1 
miles per annum of newly built rail- 
roads, 


''Our public men as a rule have not 


realized what confronts us in the way of 
agricultural development. 
The produc- 


tion of form food supply and its move- 
ment to the market and its relations to 
the consumer require the scientific and 
ntelligent consideration as do raw ma- 
terial to the manufacturer nnd its re- 
lations to tho consumer in readjusting 
our present tariff schedules." 


Weightier Than the Tariff. 


Mr. Yokum said he believed in tho 


readjustment of the tariff but declared 
that if congress should wipe out the 
entire tariff on every article thH is 
brought into this country on last year's 
collections it would only 
amount 
to 


$326,000,000, while the 
waste 
which 


falls upon tint- farmers of the nation 
means an annual loss of over five times 
the entire amount collected by our rev- 
enue collectors. 


The 
speaker 
gave 
figures 
which 


showed that $3«.000.0()0 worth of fruit 
and vegetables rot in the fields everv 
year; .*2."iO.OOO.OOO loss from corn stalks, 
rice,, flax and other grain straw burned 
in the field, and $l..

al which the farmers could receive if by 
co-operation they knew when and whcv 
to sell their products to the best ad- 
vantage, bringing the total loss up to 
$1.78,ri,000.000. 


Cheapening Distribution. 


"What May Re Expected From the 


Federal Government" was the subject 
to be taken up during the afternoon by 
W. J. Rpillman, special representative 
of David F. Houston, Washington, D. 
C.. secretary of the department of ag- 
riculture. 
Mr. Spillman said in part: 


"It is becoming more and more, ap- 


parent that increased production will 
not of itself meet the needs 
of 
the 


farmer or of the city consumer. It is 
now generally recognized that the prob- 
lems relating to production, if, indeed 
they arc more so. The present move- 
ment for cheapening 
distribution 
is 


therefore timely. 
I am of the opinion 


that it will have vastly more effect on 
the cost of living than any other move- 
ment relating to agriculture.

TAKE CASE UP TO 


Peru Citizens Moving in 


the Matter of Flood 


Prevention. 


BLAMING A RAILROAD 


Peru, Ind.. April 0.—A meeting hns 


been arranged for today iu Indianapolis 
at which the state rialroad commission 
will listen to a delegation from Peru, 
including Mayor John -I. Krcutzcr, mem- 
bers of the city council, the hoard of 
commissioners and the flood relief ex- 
ecutive committee, consisting of Frank 
I). Butler. R. A. Edwards and Dr. A. -M. 
Baily, concerning the probable reason 
why Peru was so badly flooded. Some 
persons attribute the inundation to the 
high roadbed and the low bridge of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad, which 


crosses the river just above the Indiana 
Manufacturing company's plant, which 
was damaged nearly s. quarter million 
dollars. 


The 
Chesapeake, <fc 
Ohio railroad 


merges from the hills a half mile south 
of the Wabash river and has a high 
roadbed to the river, where it crosses, 
turns a sharp curve and then goes west 
along the old Krie towpath. Twice be- 
fore the lailroad grade was built the 
Mississinewa river left its regular chan- 
nel, a half mile south of its mouth, 
where it empties into the Wabash river 
east of Peru, nnd came down over the 
fields, but did not do much damage in 
the city proper. This time, it was held 
lack liVvthe railroad bed and the girder 
bridge, th- lower part of which was 
inder water. 


The stream was deflected north across 


the Wabash river into the lumhcr yards 
if the Indiana Manufacturing company. 
)ne million five hundred thousand feet 
if lumber was carried flown the river, 
and a, duri won formed at the cement 
bridge in Wayne street. This. too. held 


h<» water hack from the regular chan- 
nel, and sent it northward into the city. 
A quantitv of lumber got past the ce- 
ment bridge, but lodged 
against 
the 


Rnoadway steel frame 
bridge 
which 


could not withstand the pressure. This 
second lumber dam forced tho water 
over into the city also until the bridge 
went out. when it went down it carried 
with it nlso the Indiana Union Traction 
iridgc. 
The interurban bridge, which 


was made of steel girders, was under 
water when it slid off the piers.

grounds, between Wells to Burr streets, 
and at other points.

Middle-of-the-Stream Sewer. 


fvitnc years ago I wrote an 
article 


on the sewage problem. _\t that time L 
advocated the construction of an in- 
terceptor se\\er In-low the center of our 
three rivers, carrying the sewage down 
stream several 'miles east of the city, 
and the establishment of a sexvnge and 
garbage reduction plant at that point, 
the fertili/.cr and other by-products to 
be sold. This. I think, would be a self- 
sustaining proposition. 


Tn this wjiv we would be taking the 


sewage out of our rivers, ami with the 
material dredged out of our rivers, we 
could 
construct levees, 
reinforced 
in 


needed points bv concrete walls upon 
the public lands along 1he river banks, 
which levees should of course be set 


back far enough so that the channels 
could be widened and deepened at the 
same time. 


Our bridges should be made longer to 


about twice their present length, and 
when this is done, then the banks could 
be beautified and measures used to pre- 
vent the 
dumping of ashes, tin cans, 


dead cats, and all sorts of other refuse 
upon them. 
We have no one to blame 


for the conditions as they exist. 
It is 


our own fault, and we have to suffer 
the consequences so long as we will let 
present conditions remain.

frozen so that all tho water ff>m tho 
rain and incited snow had to be carried 
off by tlie rivers, and yet they did not 
overflow into Lakeside. 


I know that the rivers have been fill- 


ing up during all this time, as is easily 
proven in a number of ways. 
For in- 


stance, twenty-five years ago you could 
not wade the river in any place, even 


during the dry se».Hm; now it can IT, 
crossed practically dry 
shod at 
any 


point on a riftlet. I am sure during this 
'eriod the river has tilled Ht least five 
eet. 


In my estimation the. most feasible 


ind cheap way to carry off the water ih 
l<y dredging the rivers. '1 believe that 
Mr. Taylor has stated that the rivers 
can he dredged only two feet on account 


f insufficient fall. 
1 do not agree with 


Mr. Ta'-lnr on this point, as there are 


le-.^i, a half dozen ril'tlcts between 


liere and New Haven. Kach one is bold 
ing back at least onu foot of water and 
the one located one-half mile above tlv 
Centlivre brewery is holding hack ten 
feet of water, even in the dry season. 
There, is no question but what the rivers 
can be deepened at least six feet. 


Now. for a suggestion as to the cheap- 


est way. 
After removing the top layer 


of mud. rubbish and stones, we would 
get down to washed gravel, which is 
worth one dollar per yard. The gravel 
that could bn taken out of the three 
rivers in two years would bn more than 
sufficient to pay for all the expense of 
dredging them, after which tho revenue 
from this gravel could be used in making 
Fort Wayne beautiful. This being ac- 
complished, we would havo a summer re- 
sort second to none. 


Regarding Lakeside, t further propose 


that the general height of the boulevard 


remain the'same as it is now and that a 
:-ement wall b« 'juilt along it, starting it 
ilic Columbia street bridge along the east 
bank of the St. Joe river to the State 
street bridge. This wall to be three feet 
wide at the bottom and two feet on tho 
to]>, four feet under ground and three 
feet above; that this wall bo located 
four feet back from the bank of the 
river and that a sidewalk be constructed. 
•n the outside of this wall, perhaps ten 
inches lower than the top of tho wall; 
low posts to be placwl on top of the wall 
and on outside of the walk for the pur- 
pose of holding a suitablo railing; also 
lamp posts could be placed at suitable 
distances on the top of the wall; step* 
could also be constructed irtlthe wall to 
permit people to pass from the street 
to walk on top of the wall. 


This wall constructed in this manner 


would afford better protection, being 
much more substantial and much lean 
expensive than if constructed on the 
edps of the bank. 


The boulevard could be treated to d 


fivo-inch coating of gravel, then rolled 
and oiled. 


The inside walk could be fiv» feet 


cement walk with curbing. 


la the above I havs briefly get forth 


my plan and if carried out It will ba 
found tho cheapest and best way to 
handle the Bituntton.
